Unless the President vetoes the

King 
Looking back over the years I 
find that alm ost all the m echani­ 
cal trouble I have had with cars 
has been due to lapses in lubri­ 
cation. There was the transm is­ 
sion bearing that went bad be­ 
cause a shop failed to change the 
gear lube to a lighter grade the 
day before a very cold spell. There 
was

perm am ently 
because I did not m ake it a rule 
to put some penetrating oil on its 
shaft now and again. There were 
the front brakes that had to be 
relined because someone used too 
light grease for the front wheel 
bearings in sum m er. And Just the 
other day I had to have a dam ­ 
aged worm of the steering gear 
replaced. For several years there 
had been a leaky gasket in the 
steering gear housing but always 
I felt that I would rem em ber to 
lubricate It often enough to pre­ 
vent trouble.

NEW REPORTS 
OF DROPS IN 
FARM PRICES 


By STERLING F. GREEN 
WASHINGTON (AV-March, des­ 
ignated by President Eisenhower 
as an economic w eather vane, was 
at hand today amid fresh reports 
of rising unem ploym ent and a new 
drop in farm prices. 
Eisenhower told a news confer­ 
ence over two weeks ago that his 
adm inistration would go into ac­ 
tion if M arch failed to bring an 
anticipated upturn in the nation’s 
economic activity. 
Administration 
spokesmen have 
insisted the country has been going 
through no m ore than a readjust­ 
m ent in the wake of the end of the 
Korean fighting. But some Demo­ 
crats have contended the nation 
already is in a recession. 
C ost Of Living Up 
Just yesterday, the Senate-Houss 
Economic Com m ittee said 
it is 
sure "any serious further reces­ 
sion can be avoided” but it ad­ 
vised 
“ tim ely 
and 
courageouss” 
steps to stir business investm ent 
and consum er spending. 
Tho com m ittee, which has been 
studying 
the 
President’s 
recent 
economic 
recom m endations, 
sug­ 
gested in an unprecedented unan­ 
imous report that the adm inistra­ 
tion put off plans to replace the 
present farm program embodying 
rigid, high-level price supports for 
oasic crops with a new support 
system based on flexible props. 
The 14 com m ittee m em bers, both 
Republican and D em ocratic sena­ 
tors and representatives, said the 
j change m ight “ actually place the 
farm fam ily in a worse position” 
in the months to come “ when the 
threat to our economic stability is 
so generally recognized.” 
Advise Timely Stops 
Underlining this statem ent was 
a new report by the Agriculture 
D epartm ent which said last night 
farm prices went down four-tenths 
of one per cent between m id-Jan­ 
uary and m id-February, 
At just about the sam e tim e, the 
Labor 
D epartm ent* 
Bureau 
of 
Em ploym ent 
Security 
announced 
that joblessness 
among workers 
covered by unem ploym ent insur­ 
ance rose to 2,178 400 in the week 
ended Feb. 13. 'Hus was the big­ 
gest 
total 
ainee 
February 
1950 
when it reached 2,333,900. 
Still another governm ent report 
yesterday—by the Labor D epart­ 
m en ts Bureau of Labor Statistics 
—said the cost of living crept up­ 
ward last month to 115 2 per cent 
of the 1947-49 average, thus reach­ 
ing the second highest plane in 
history
